Science 

20-Level  Sciences  Field  Validation  Completed 

The  validation  of  Science  20,  Biology  20, 
Chemistry  20  and  Physics  20  was  held  in 
September  1992  through  June  1993. 
Approximately  3920  students  and  125  senior 
high  science  teachers  in  34  schools  across  the 
province  were  involved.  This  was  the  most 
comprehensive  validation  of  senior  high  science 
ever  undertaken  in  Alberta. 

Modifications  to  the  various  courses  of  study, 
and  revisions  to  the  custom-developed  student 
text  and  teacher's  guide,  were  made  as  a result 
of  the  field  validation  process.  As  part  of  the 
field  validation  of  Science  20,  an  ad  hoc 
committee  of  ten  Science  20  teachers  and  a 
participant/observer  from  the  Alberta  Teachers' 
Association  Science  Council  reviewed  the 
proposed  changes  to  the  course  of  studies.  This 
group  also  addressed  the  issue  of  the  difficulty  of 
Science  20  and  its  influence  on  delivery  of  the 
course  in  the  recommended  instructional  time. 
They  supported  the  changes  made  to  the  course 
of  studies,  and  provided  further  advice  and 
suggestions.  Appropriate  revisions  have  now 
been  incorporated  in  the  Science  20  course  of 
studies.  The  courses  of  study  for  all  the  20-level 
sciences,  as  revised,  have  received  interim 
authorization  and  were  mailed  to  schools  in  mid- 
September. 
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The  Visions  2 text  and  teacher's  guide  have 
been  available  to  schools  through  LRDC  since 
June  1, 1993. 

30-Level  Sciences  Field  Validation  Begins 


The  validation  of  Science  30,  Biology  30, 
Chemistry  30,  Physics  30  began  on  September 
1, 1993  and  involves  approximately  3500 
students  and  over  130  teachers  in  37  schools 
across  the  province.

Pen  Friends 

The  Canada  Day  Pen  Friends  Program  was 
initiated  in  1 988  to  ''twin"  Canadian  classrooms 
in  the  various  provinces  and  territories.  The 
goal  is  to  offer  young  people  a vehicle  to  gain  an 
immediate  sense  of  how  their  fellow  students 
across  the  country  celebrate  Canada  Day  in  their 
regions  and  how  they  perceive  Canada  and  their 
own  role  as  Canadian  citizens.  Please  note  that 
the  program  is  open  to  classes  only  and  that 
applications  from  individual  students  will  not  be 
processed. 

In  the  intervening  four  years,  over  160  000 
students  from  across  the  country  have 
corresponded.

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Smoke-Free  Class  of  2000 

The  Alberta  Lung  Association  is  addressing  the 
alarming  trends  in  smoking  among  youth  through 
the  Smoke-Free  Class  of  2000  curriculum 
program.  While  the  number  of  adult  smokers  is 
on  the  decline,  each  day  almost  3000  Canadian 
teenagers  start  smoking.  Smoke-Free  Class 
2000  aims  to  promote  healthy  lifestyles  by 
contributing  to  a child's  ability  to  make  good 
health  decisions.  A resource  kit  for  teachers  and 
teaching  kits  for  Grades  1-6  are  available  free. 

An  aerobic  program  called  Lungs  in  Action 
complements  the  Smoke-Free  curriculum. 
Through  this  program,  students  gather  pledges  to 
raise  funds,  with  20  per  cent  given  to 
participating  schools  and  the  remainder  directed 
to  funding  the  development  of  the  Smoke-Free 
curriculum.  Schools  may  participate  on  any  day 
during  the  two  Lungs  in  Action  program  weeks  — 
November  1-5,  1993  and  March  7-11,  1994. 
Inservices  are  held  prior  to  these  weeks. 

Laying  the  groundwork  for  the  expansion  of  the 
Smoke-Free  program  into  junior  high  school,  the 
Alberta  Lung  Association  has  created  Lungs 
Without  Limits.  This  project  is  based  on  the  1 994 
Canadian  Mt.  Everest  Expedition  which  will  be 
staged  on  behalf  of  the  Alberta  Lung  Association. 
In  support  of  the  climbers  and  to  foster  health 
education,  students  perform  step-ups,  climbing 
to  Everest's  summit.
